OLDIERS AND POLICE 
ACCUSED OF APATHY. 


Thirteen companies of National 

Guardsmen tonight patrolled 
the streets of East St. Louis in an 
effort to prevent a recyrrence of 
the race riots here which, since Sat- 
urday morning, have resulted in the 
death of twenty-eight persons, the 
injury of seventy-five or more, and 
the destruction by fire of 310 negro 
homes covering sixteen and one-half 
acres of ground. 

The entire community of 80,000 
persons is terrorized by the events 
of the last two days and that they 
fear the inability of the guardsmen 
to cope with the situation was inti- 
mated today when the Chamber of 
Commerce demanded to know of 
Adjt.-Gen. Dickson why the troopers 
had not displayed more energetic 
activity last night. Members of the 
chamber were not slow to charge 
the soldiers with inefficiency border- 
ing on cowardice, but Adjt.-Gen. 
Dickson explained that his force was 
handicapped by the small number 
of troops availabie at that time. 

POLICE ARE CRITICISED. 

The police force, which numbers 


sixty, also was charged with neg!!i- 
gence in attempting to quell the vio- 
lence. -Of all the incidents of the 
riot related today not one told of a 
single act of bravery on the part of 
the police or guardsmen. Anxious 
citizens who inquired of individual 
militiamen why they did not stop 
the looting and murder which were 
going on, in many instances under 
their very eyes, received grins for 
their reply’ Some of the soldiers 
were disarmed by rioters. 

Today some of the negroes walked | 
out of town on the raliroed tracks, 
more crossed to the Missouri side, 
where all was tranquil, 
others, assured of protection by the 
augmente.. force of soldiers, fre- 
turned to their homes, but they did 
so in fear and trembling. 

SEES NEGRO SHOT. 
A newspaper reporter who wae in 


the thick of the trouble last night 
related a particularly brutal story. 
A white man, observing a cowering 
negro, approached and said: 

“Come with me into this alley; 
you'll be safer there; there's a sol- 
dier there” Hie tone was inviting 
and the negro followed. Once in the 
alley the white man calmly shot his 
victim through the head and saun- 
tered back into the street, presently 
joining a mob intent on a rope-and- 
lamp-post lynching. 

No systematic search of the ruins 
was made today, but fear that scores 
of dead might lie beneath gradually 
disappeared. Last night brought 
forth rumors, too, that many bodies 
had been thrown into the river, but 
the water gave up no dead today 
and by night it was doubted whether 
the death list would much exceed 
the list in the mortuaries. 

One negro, seriously injured, was 
discovered today in a sewer man- 
hole. where he was thrown after 
betng beaten. 

Michael Whalen, president of the 
Central Trades and Labor Council 
here, gave one explanation of con- 


ditions which he thought led to the | 
rioting. 


“Last summer.” said Whalen, 
“4500 white men went on strike in 
the packing plants of Armour & 
Co., Morris & Co., and Swift & Co. 
Eight hundred negroes from the 
south came into the plants. 

“When the strike was ended the 
negroes remained at work and an 
equal number of white men failed 
to get their jobs back. Since then 
there has been a stream of négroes 
arriving. Not all went into the 
packing plants. The Missouri Mal- 
leable Iron Company, the Aluminum 
Company of America, the Steel Foun- 
dries Company, and the Cottonseed 
Oll Company, took many of them. 
At least 2500 negroes have come 
from the south in the last year. 
Many of them failed to obtain work 
or to hold jobs once obtained. Citi- 
zens began to expereince burglaries, 
highway robberies and petty crimes. 
The people became exasperated and 
determined to drive them out of 
town.” 

OBJECTION TO NEGROES. 

Whalen said that the chief ob- 
jection to the negroes was that they 
would not unionize and would not 
strike. Managers of plants mentioned 
by Mr. Whalen asserted that not 
a white man had been deprived of 
work because of the negroes. Even 
with the negroes it was difficult to 
get enough labor, they said. They 
explained that rosy letters written 
back home by the first arrivals ac- 
counted for the continued influx 
from the south. 

News that ten additional com- 
panies of guardsmen were coming 
tended to restore confidence to- 
night, despite a few new incendiary 
fires. One hundred of the 193 per- 
sons arrested last night were re- 
leased this afternoon. Some others 
were fined for 
weapons. 

Of the ninety-three cases in which 
Inciting to riot was charged, all but 
three were dismissed for iack of 
evidence. Three others accused by 
witnesses of dragging 4~- negro 
through the streets with a rope 
around his neck were held to the 
grand jury. 

The grand jury meets July 9. The 
leaders of the mob are said to be 
known and the grand jury will deal 
with them. ’ 

Gov. Lowden and the troops from 
Springfield arrived at 9 o'clock. The 
Governor went into conference with 
Adjt.-Gen. Dickson and Mayor Moll- 
man and later attended a meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Thomas H. Walker, president of 
the Illinois Federation of Labor and 
a member of the Illinois State Coun- 
cil of Defense, also arrived and con- 
ferred with labor leaders. 

Gov. Lowden was said to be an- 
gered at criticism of the militia by 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Tonight's meeting of the 
chamber was executive, but it was 
said that the members after a day 
of investigation were less than ever 
inclined to modify the assertion that, 
had the militia acted vigorously last 
night, much bloodshed might have 
been averted. 

Thirty-five emall fires occurred 
this afternoon and evening in smal!

GERMAN SUBMARINE IS 
SUNK BY AMERICANS. 


ASHINGTON, July 3.—Safe 
W arrival at a French port of the 

last ships of the first Amer- 
ican overseas expedition was an- 
nounced tonight by Secretary Dan- 
lels in a statement revealing that 
twice on the way across German 
submarines* attacked in force and 
were fought off by convoying war- 
ahipe. 
The Americans did not lose a man, 
ship or an animal. At least one of 
the undersea enemies was destroyed. 
The work of spies through whom 
the Germans knew secrets of the ex- 
pedition is disclosed by the news 
that the first attack was made far at 
sea before the transports and their 
convoys reached the point at which 
rendezvous had been arranged 
with the American destroyer flotilla 
operating in European waters. 

The submarine commanders ap- 
parently knew where and when to 
expect the Americans bound for the 
fighting lines in France and were as- 
sermmbied in force to meet them. 

It was just a week after the first 
troops landed that the last vessels 
put into the French port. They 
were slower craft, carrying supplies 
and horses. 

The good news came to the Navy 
Department late this afternoon from 
Rear-Admiral Gleaves, commanding 
the convoy squadron, and was made 
public at once as an appropriate an- 
nouncement on the eve of the Fourth 


of July.

On both occasions the U-boate were 
beaten off with every appearance of 
loss. One certainly was sunk, and 
there is reason to believe that the 
accurate fire of our gunners sent 
others to the bottom.

The request for 
troops came from Sheriff Armer of 
Gila county, Arizona, and was pre- 
sented to the War Department by 
Senator Ashurst. 

UNION SPURNS LW.W.

BISBEE, July %3.—-Today there 
was a definite separation of ordi- 
nary union men from the LW.W.., 
due to a telegram of President 
Mover of the International Union of 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers, 
addreased to two local miners, stat- 
ing that his organization nor the 
American Federation of Labor would 
not consider unfair any man who 
remained at work “ase the strike was 
not called by the International unton 
or any bona-fide organization of la- 
bor.’ The Warren district trades as- 
sembly is holding a meeting this eve- 
ning to consider the news, and is 
expected to make open declaration 
tomorrow against the “wobblies,”’ 
whom it has denounced in the past.

The Workmen's Loyalty League, 
formed to counteract LW.W. influ- 
ence, had this afternoon signed 2500 
members, who are to march in to- 
morrow’'s parade, each man carrying 
an American flag and a lunch bucket. 
The LW.W. have been advised by 
their leaders not to parade, and 
even not to be on the sidewalks 
when it passes. By order of the 
Mayor and on the basis of an old 
ordinance the crowds that have 
jammed the narrow downtown 
streets today have been kept mov- 
ing, and the autos carrying the 
workmen off shift did not have to 
run the usual gauntlet. Heavy thun- 
der showers, that flooded the lower 
streets, also served to send the agi- 
tators under cover. 

ILW.W. FEEDS MEXICANS. 

About 300 Mexicans still are being 
fed by LW.W. headquarters, and 
are expected to remain on strike as 
long as free is supplied.

ELECTRICIANS REJECT 
THE COUNTER-PROPOSAL.

UTTE (Mont) July 3. — The 
B Electricians’ Union, which had 

declared a strike against the 
Montana Power Company for an in- 
crease of $1 a day in wages, tonight 
rejected the oa@mpany’s counter- 
proposal and added to their original 
demands. These demands are that 
all substation men who now are 
members of the Engineers’ Union 
must become members of the Elec- 
trictans’ Union and that all men now 
doing what is called nonunion work 
must be discharged. 

The men the union wants dis- 
charged are the superintendents, 
foremen and company officials who 
have been keeping the company's 
lines tn repair since the strike be- 
gan. 

The company’s counter-proposal 
which was read to the electrictans, 
it was said, would give the electri- 


cians more money than they had 
asked for, but would have required 
the men to work six days of eight 
hours each, The electricians had de- 
manded In addition to the wage in- 
crease a five-and-one-half-day week. 

The metal miners announced that 
they had responded to messages of 
sympathy from the Bisbee (Ariz.) 
Metal Mine Industrial Workers by 
stating that the Butte miners will 
not return to work until the Bisbee 
miners’ demands are granted. 

The mines continued to work with 
but little more than 10 per cent. of 
the normal working force of three 
weeks ago, when the miners’ strike 
was declared. The production of ore 
is placed at 10 per cent. of the nor- 
mal output of 17,000 tons a day. 

F. J. McNulty, international presi- 
dent of the electricians, is expected 
to arrive here tomorrow to attempt 
to settle the strike, which, with oth- 
er strikes, is keeping 15,000 men 
from working in the Butte district.

The 
water is said to be rising rapidly and it is reported that, unless 
all the pumps are manned tomorrow, the mine, one of the largest 
copper producers in the world, will be seriously damaged. 

Gov. Thomas E. Campbell arrived in Globe shortly after 2 
o'clock this morning to aid in settling the local strike situation. 
The Governor made the trip over the Apache trail in less than 
six hours with State Game Warden J. V. Prochaska and his sec- 
retary, Fred Lynch. Gov. Campbell is now in conference with 
the commanding officer of the troops.

An indication of the unusual 
industrial activity in the 
United States is shown in the 
coinage report of the director 
of the mint for the year end- 
ing June 30. The number of 
coins minted, considered an 
almost unfailing index to 
business conditions, has risen 
from 154,623,524 in the fiscal 
year 1916 to 406,500,792 in 
1917. Im 1915 the production 
was 111,604,296 pieces. The 
mints during the past year 
have been doing capacity 
business to satisfy the heavy 
demand for small coins. The 
total mintage for the year 
was $25,445,148, of which 
$5,951,508 was in 289,831,132 
nickels and pennies.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Addition 
of cotton and its products to articles 
which the government would con- 
trol, voted yesterday by the Senate, 
today resulted in increased opposi- 
tion to the food bill. Southern Sena- 
tors promised a new fight to strike 
out the cotton clause, while others 
Plan to later offer amendments 
eliminating many other articles from 
the “control” section. 

Without record votes, the Senate 


adopted many important committee 
amendments to the bill, including the 


ing of necessaries and the provision 
for government licensing of imports, 
exports, manufacture, storage, min- 
ing and distribution of necessaries. 

The committee amendment limit- 
ing licensing to agencies and prod- 
ucts in interstate or foreign com- 
merce was adopted—one of the 
principal features of recent opposi- 
tion to the legislation. The Senate 
also adopted the provision exempt- 
ing farmers, gardeners and livestock 
growers from the licensing provi- 


sions. 

Despite the progress made, lead- 
ers believed it still would be neces- 
sary to use the cloture rule in order 
to reach a vote this week. 

Lines of division on prohibition 
were apparently holding fast with no 
prospects of a compromise and a 
square fight and vote was forecast on 
the question of authorizing the 
President to suspend manufacture of 
beer and wines, with both factions 
agreed upon prohibiting distilling. 

Leaders said private polls indicate 
a large majority in favor of prohibit- 
ing distillation, but against giving 
the President any power over the 
light beverages.

thorized. 

Mr. Rainey declared the Senate 
measure Was a rich man's bill and 
that the House would stand pat on 
a demand that the burden be transa- 
ferred from the shoulders of the 


Poor. 

“From the wealthy man’s view- 
point.” he said, “the Senate draft 
certainly is an excellent measure. It 
would lift Income, automobile, re- 
troactive income, and other taxes 
from the wealthy and settle the bur- 
den on tea, sugar, cocoa and other 
necessaries used in every home. =T 
cannot believe that there will not 
be changes rhade on the floor.” 

The Lenroot amendment, greatly 
increasing taxes on incomes above 
$40,000, adopted by the House, but 
stricken out by the Senate Commit- 
tee, is almost certain to be restored, 
Mr. Rainey believes. 

“Perhaps the most illogical pro- 
posal of all,” he declared, “is the 
publisher’s tax Why should he pay 
an income, excess profits and a spe- 
cial tax, too?” 

Unsatisfactory as the Senate draft 
is, however, the House leaders say 
it still can be made the subject of 
conference.

WHAT WE HAVE 
TO CELEBRATE. 


Three Months Ago Today War 
was Asked by Wilson. 


Our Troops are Now in Paris 
Ready for the Front. 


Accomplishments Stupendous 
in Way of Preparation. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—The 
American nation will celebrate a 
war-time anniversary tomorrow with 
the consciousness of having written 
within the short espace of a few 
weeks a chapter in the history of the 
world. 

Three months ago today Presi- 
dent Wilson asked Congress to 
formally declare a state of war with 
Germany and to prepare the nation, 
after years of peace and military un- 
preparedness, to use all of its re- 
sources to make the world safe for 
democracy. Tomorrow, American 
troops, summoned from the border 
and from foreign soil and carried 
over seas in defiance of the subma- 
rine menace, will march through the 
streets of Paris ready to take their 
places behind the firing lines on land, 
while American warships in force 
hold important sectors of the great 
naval lines which command the Seas. 

Back of these major accomplish- 
ments stand @thers less spectacular 
but no less notable or important in 
the monumental task of preparation. 


DRAFT REGISTRATION. 


Upwards of ten millions of men 
have been registered under war legis- 
lation for military service and the 
work of organizing a universal serv- 
ice army is well under way. 

Scores of American merchant ves- 
sels have been armed and have tak- 
en their toll of U-boat® and a 
colossal shipbuilding programme to 
crush the U-boat blockade is far ad- 
vanced. 

More than a billion dollars has 
been loaned to the enemies of Ger- 
many to relieve their economic needs 
and a $2,000,000,000 bond issue has 
been floated with a large over- 
subscription. 

To take a firm grip on the eco- 
nomic situation at home a food ad- 
ministration has been organized and 
an export control counci! created and 
the nation’s enormous industrial re- 
sources marshaled for national serv- 


Besides the untversal service law 
and other measures Congress has 
enacted an espionage act under 
which the country has been scoured 
for German agents and many of 
them brought tnto custody. 


DESTROYERS MOBILIZED. 


American destroyers were mobil- 
ized, outfitted and sent to the North 
Sea within a few days after war was 
declared. Their number and the 
exact duty they have assumed never 
has been revealed, but that they 
have been recognised as a formid- 
able part of the grand allied fleet 
was evidenced by the designation re- 
cently of American’ Vice-Admiral 
Sims to command al! the forces in 
the important sone off Ireland. 

Similarly in the South Atlantic the 
patrol of which was assumed by the 
United States along with the patrol 
of American shores, Admiral Caper- 
ton with a squadron of Pacific Coast 
cruisers has assumed command. All 
the French and British warships re- 
maining there are under his author- 
ity. 

The first expeditionary force to 
France included regulars brought 
from the Mexican border and ma- 
rines hastily transported from Haiti 
and Santo Domingo. 

NAVY RECRUITING. 

In the three months the navy has 
been recruited up to 126,000 men 
from ' less than 60,000 and training 
given to thousands of gunners and 
crews for hundreds of submarine 
ehasers. The marine corps has 
recruited from 17,000 to nearly 
30,000 and the regular army from 
about 120,000 to 260,000. The Na- 
tional Guard has been increased 
from less than 100,000 after men 
with dependents had been weeded 
out, to probably 250,000. 

The plans for the new army to be 
drawn by the selective draft have 
progressed so far that exemption 
regulations have been prepared and 
exemption boards appointed and an- 
other month will see the personne! 
of the first 500,000 active troops and 
126,000 reservists selected and 
awaiting mobilization. Sixteen mili- 
tary cities to house them during 
training are under construction. 

To provide officers nearly 50,000 
men have been selected, equipped 
and eent to training campe where 
they have been under instruction for 
six weeks, 

PROVIDE SPECIAL CAMPS. 

Special camps have been pro- 
vided for thousands of civilian doc- 
tors for military service. 

Organization of nine special en- 
gineer regiments composed entire- 
ly of experienced railway men is 
nearly completed. 

Preparations are under way for 
an aerial service of a size never be- 
fore dreamed of. The first cost will 
be $600,000,000. The aid of techni- 
cal schools has been invoked to help 
train the necessary thoysands of 
aviators. 

In the Navy Department plans 
have been drawn for a new type of 
swift, powerfully-armed submarine 
chaser and hundreds are under con- 
struction, 

Additional destroyers also have 
been ordered and hundreds of mer- 
chant craft surveyed, armed and 
many taken into the government 
service, 

Among the war meatures enacted 
is a law permitting the Allies to re- 
eruit their nationals In this country 
and recruiting campaigns here by 
several. of the Allied governments 
are under way. A new Dill about 
ready for submission by the admin- 
istration would provide for gsovern- 
ment insurance of every American 
soldier and sallor. 

GERMAN SHIPS READY. 

Under a resolution of Congress 
ninety-six German merchant ves- 
sels laid up in American waters 
have been taken over by the govern- 
ment and most of them repaired 
and made ready for service in the 
merchant trade or as transports.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—Re- 
ports of a clash between loyal troops 
of the republic and the soldiers of 
the Emperor over the restoration of 
the monarchy in China reached here 
today in a cablegram received by the 
Young China, a local newspaper. 
According to the cable made public 
by the editor the northern army, 
fighting for the Emperor, is com- 
manded by Gen. Cheong Fun, while 
the southern troops, united to pre- 
serve the republic, are commanded 


by Gen. Chuck Wong- Yuen. 


The Manchus, according to the 
same report, plan to govern by con- 
stitutional monarchy and all existing 
treatices with foreign countries are 
to be recognized. 

According to a message received 
and made public here today by the 
Chinese Nationalist League, Presi- 
Gen Li Yuan Hung has issued a 
proclamation that he would lay down 
his life in the fight for the preserva- 
tion of the republic and would not 


bang to the restoration of a mon- 


The Chinese Nationalist League, 
an organization with headquarters 
here, partly financed and directed 
the first revolution tn 1912 that 
overthrew the Manchus and estab- 

a republic. 
YOUNG EMPEROR'S EDICT. 
(BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

PHKING, July 1 (delayed.)—<Ac- 
cording to an edict issued in the 
name of Hsuan Tung, the young Em- 
peror who was put back on the 
throne today under the protection 
of Gen. Chang Hsun, President Li 
Yuan Hung has submitted to the 
monarchy. The edict follows: 

“Li Yuan Hung memorializes us 
to take over the government, stating 
that he was forced by the troops 
during the first revolution to be- 
come the nation’s head. He bemoans 
his defects as head of the republic 
and asks us to punish him. We rec- 
ognize his mistakes and also his 
merits. We hereby appoint him «a 
duke of the first class.” 

Further edicts have been issued 
making the following appointments: 

Grand Secretary (equivalent to 
Premier,) Gen. Chang Hsun. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs, 


Fang. 

Minister of War, Lei Chen-Chun. 

Minister of interior, Chu Chia-Pao. 

Chief of the General Staff, Wang 
Shih-Cheng. 

Guardians of the Emperor, Hsu 
Shih and Qang-Yu-Wel. ° 

Chang n is appointed Viceroy 
of Chih LA, but must remain in 
Peking. Feng Kuo-Chang is named 
Viceroy of Kiang Su and command- 
er of the southern armies. Lu- 
Yung-Ting is named Viceroy of 
Kwang Tung. For all the other 
provinces military and civil Gover- 
nore similar to those of the Manchu 
regime are appointed. The edict is 
dated in the ninth year of Hsuan 


" REPORT IN PEKING. 

(BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A P.) 
TIEN-TSIN, July 3. — Reports 
reaching here from Peking say that 
the Emperor has issued an edict ap- 
pointing Gen. Chang Heun Premier 
and Viceroy of the province of Chih 
LA and that he has named members 
of the new Cabinet, including Kang 
Yu Wel, president of the Progressive 
party, to which millions of Chinese 
belong, and Heu Shich Chang, for- 
mer Secretary of State of China, 
who will head the-Ministry. Gen. 
Chang Heun sent four delegates to 
President Li Yuan Hung to demand 
his resignation, but the President 
paid no attention to them. The 
Manchus have offered him a grand 
aukedom. 

It is reported that Gen. Chang 
Heun has forbidden the appearance 
of newspapers for three days. Liang 
Chi, the famous reformer, qeclares 
Gen. Chang Hsun'’s coup suicidal 


and says it cannot succeed. 
The first intimation that foreign- 
ers in Peking received of Gen. Chang 


|| Heun'’s coup was the appearance in 


the streets of the capital of strong 
bodies of troops. The boy Emperor 
was taken into the palace at 3 
o'clock in the morning under guard 
of Chang Hseun's soldiers. Accord- 
ing to some reports, the Emperor 
wes crowned immediately, and, ac- 
cording to others, there was no cere- 


mony. 

President IA Yuan Hung is be- 
Hleved to be a prisoner in the hands 
of the military leaders. 

Peking telegrams and letters are 
subject to censorship and all gov- 
ernment offices are under guard. 
Gen, Chang Hsun's action was unex- 
pected and most of the foreign dip- 
lomatic representatives were away 
from the capital for the week-end. 

LACK OF CONFIDENCE.

TOKIO, June 30 (delayed in 
transmission.)——The House of Rep- 
resentatives in a turbulent session 
today rejected with a majority of 
110 a resolution of lack of confi- 
dence in the government.

Office, he said, sought unsuccessfully 
to excite public opinion and conceal 
its own failure by making statements 
in semi-afficial organs. 
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APPEAL BY PHELAN 
REDUCES WINE TAX.

WASHINGTON BURBAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 3.—By a personal ap- 
peal today to the members of the 
Senate Office Committee, Senator 
Phelan succeeded im getting the com- 
mittee to reduce wine taxes in the 
war revenve bill. As decided on by 
the committee, taxes on brandy used 
in fortifying sweet wines was fixed 
at $1.15 a gallon and on wine 30 
cents a galion. 

The bill already had gone to the 
public printer today when Phelan 
secured consent of ten of seventeen 
members of the committee to have 
the taxes reduced to 20 cents a gal- 
lon on fortifying brandy, 6 cents on 
dry wines and 20 cents on sweet 
wines, These reduced rates are sub- 
stantially the same as in the House 
revenue bill. 

Under these rates the tax on fort!- 
fied sweet wine will total 25 cents 
a gallon and 6 cents.on dry wines. 
Under the other rate in the Senate 
bill the tax for fortified sweet wines 
would have been 50 cents a gallon. 


BERLINERS NEED |

Both Figure in a Remarkable 


Case at San Diego. 
Startling Defense is Put up by 
Accused Jeweler. 
Swears that Fair Plaintiff 


Vowed “to Get” Him. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN DIEGO, July 3.—That Mrs. 
Jessie Ulirey of Los Angeles was, 
determined “to get’ Max Baranov, 
San Diego diamond merchant, be- 
cause she thought he had come be- 
tween her and Enrico Aresoni, an 
Italian opera singer, was the asser- 
tion made by Baranov on the wit- 
ness stand today, in his trial, in his 
own behalf. Baranov is charged with 
embezzling $3000 worth of Mrs. 
Ulirey’s diamonds, which he secured 
for her from Aresoni, by substitut- 
ing small stones for the original 
large ones. 

Baranov said he first made Mrs. 
Ulirey’s acquaintance in San Diego, 
when he met her as Mrs. Aresoni, 
wife of Enrico Aresoni He said he 
sold to Aresoni and Mrs. Ulirey, 
whom he thought was Mrs. Aresoni, 
about $10,000 worth of diamonds, 
now worth about $14,000. 

Early in January, he said, Mrs. 
Ulirey told him she feared Aresoni 
had taken to New York all her dia- 
monds. She said she had intrusted 
fo him the diamonds they had just 
purchased, to take East, but she 
feared he had taken her personal 
diamonds. After investigation she 
found that Aresoni had taken his 
trunk and bought a one-way ticket 
and she cried, according to witness: 
“He has gone out of my life for- 
ever.”

Rock Continues to be Dumped 


Along the Banks. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

CALEXICO, July 3.—Good tidings 
of a lower river on the upper 
reaches of the Colorado today reas- 
sured the irrigation forces, which 
are watching and working along 
strengthened levees to keep the Im- 
perial Valley free from flood. Lower 
gauge heights were reportd from 
Needles, Yuma and Volcano Lake, 
while at Hanlon’s the rise was but 
five-hundredths of a foot. 

The lowering of the gauge at 
Voleano Lake and the consequent 
diminution of pressure on the main 
defense of the valley from flood is 
due, it is thought, by the scouring 
of the river channel leading from 
the lake. The reading at Volcano 
Lake was 41.10 feet, a fall of a tenth 
of a foot. To all indications, the 
failing of the Sais levee has had no 
bad effect on this great bank of 
earth and rock extending across the 
lcwest point between the river and 
the valley. At Needles, the gauge 
height was 13.50 feet, a drop of 
At Yuma the 
height was 29.3, and at Hanlon’s 
Heading the reading was 1138.60, as 
against 118.55 yesterday. 

DECREASED FLOW. 


“Decreased flow on the upper 
tributaries of the Colorado,” ran a 
message from Forecaster Branden- 
berg at Denver today. The dis- 
charge below Yuma probably will 
remain stationary for week, 
though scouring of the river chan- 
nel may lessen gauge heights. There 


are now three rock trains, and 550 


men working on the raising of the 
Voleano Lake levee, and another 
train dumping rock on the banks of 
the Colorado near the intake. The 
Abejas channel of the Colorado now 
has spread out into a sheet of water 
from one to six miles wide near 
Volcano Lake, and at the end of the

Even as late as yesterday 
he would have continued had Pow-

great States. 

With its mixture of philosophy and pas- 
sion, of love of liberty and respect for law, 


our. Declaration of Independence stil! stirs. 


the blood like the blare of trumpets and 
inspires the American people to say with 
one voice that neither the insolent menaces 
e Kaiser, nor the craft of his spies, 


of th 


nor the cowardice of a few slackers. shall 


prevail against the principles of republican 
liberty which our fathers promulgated 141 
years ago, and to which their sons have 
ever remained faithful and will—please 
God—remain faithful now and forever. 

Who can doubt that the men who pro- 
claimed our Declaration of Independence 
iously-—actuated by 
a broader philosophy and inspired by «a 
mightier impulse than even that which 
they gave to the world? In their manifesto 
of a revolution, resonant with the tread of 
armed men, there breathes the very spirit 
of freedom. We know today as we read 
the history of our fathers’ struggles that 
it was not alone for relief from a misrule 
which might have been temporary that 
they protested and battled and sacrificed; 
but they fought for independence in its full- 
est extent; for the right to grow and gov- 
ern as they grew, the right to carry the 
banner of the new republic over a conti- 
hent protected by two oceans from the 
evils of European and Asiatic despotisms, 
and dedicated by the creator at the dawn 
of creation as the home of liberty regulated 
and protected by law, as the land where 
labor should be respected, where education 
should be free, where there should be no 
bar of caste or creed between the day lia- 
borer and the Governor's chair, the Sen- 
ator’s toga, the judge's gown or the Pres!- 
dent’s office: where the sun should rise 
and set without shining upon a prince or 
earl, and the stars that looked down upon 
the earth from Arctic to tropic waters 
should never glitter upon a kingly crown. 
From the inexorable logic and unbending 
will of the great sons of Massachusetts, 
and Virginia, and Pennsylvania, and ten 
other colonies, was produced the decItra- 
tion which panoplies the American people 
with armor strong to resist attack and 
armed them with weapons of indomitable 
might. Through all the long and weary 
struggle which followed tile invincible, un- 
seen, but all-pervading presence of liberty 
was with them. Exiled from Europe, she 
whispered to her lovers to follow her to 
these shores while ber helm was radiant 
with the promise of a victory that should 
surely come. Today: 

“The century shrivels like a scroll, 
The past becomes the present: 

And face to face and soul to soul,” 
we look upon the heroes of the revolution. 
Again the embattled farmers at Lexing- 
ton and Bunker Hill fearlessly face the 
trained veterans of Pngland. Again old 
Ticonderoga thunders his summons for sur- 
render “in the name of the great Jehovah 
and the Coatinental Congress.” Again 
Marion hangs, like an avenging eagle 
robbed of her young, on the forces of the 
retreating foe. Again Washington crosses 
the Delaware on the drifting Ice. Again 
Cornwallis surrenders his sword, and with 
it all English authority in our land, while 
“ghosts of soldiers shouldering ghosts of 
guns” pass and repass in grand review. 

Today over dil this broad land, from 
the center to the confines of the republic, 
in thousands of cities and villages the peo- 
ple will abstain from secular pursuits to 
commemorate our father’s etruggle, and 
rejoice that our father’s dream has more 
than found fulfillment. Today we breathe 
a prayer of sympathy and encouragement 
for all people who are struggling toward 
the light. 

Oh, mother land of our love, the prophecy 
of your continued progress in all forms of 
excellence is graven in golden characters 
upon the breasts of the adamantine moun- 
tains and written on “sweet fields arrayed 
in living green.” In the roar of our cata- 
racts, In the rush of our rivers, in the 
monotones of our oceans sounds the voice 
which proclaims America the mightiest of 
earth’s nations. What our fathers gained 
141 years ago we shall never lose; never 
while Shasta defies the artist's pencil, 
never while the Valley of the Angels woos 
the poet's lyre. never while the Sierras 
lift their snowy summits to the skies, never 
while the groves of Calaveras raise to the 
clouds their giant forms, mantled with the 
awful majesty of innumerable ages, never 
while Yosemite stands wedded to God 
with her bridal lace of falling waters. — 

Hall and all hall to our country! May 
she ever remain as now secure in the 
brave hearts and the invincible arms of 
her sons! 


TLIAONS FOR USELESS GOVERN- 
MENTAL FADS. 

Government by commission has not 
proven more successful in Los Angeles 
county than in the State at large. When 
the t county charter was proposed 
by the Board of Freeholders it was accom- 
panied by an introductory statement, in 
which the following appears: — 

Authority is more strongly central- 
ized in the Board of Supervisors than 
under the system now in existence. 

There is thus presented as close an 

approximation to the commission form 

of city government as is possible in 

a county. The value of this feature 

lies in the fact that it enables the citi- 

zen to easily locate responsibility for 
misgovernment and to apply the cor- 
rective, the recall, if need be.

When a grand jury in- 
vestigation revealed that the tax money 
for the last fiscal year had all been ex- 
pended and that there was an outstanding 
indebtedness of more than one million dol- 
lars—a shortage in county funds, in fact— 
it became equally apparent that no one 
could be held personally to blame. Under 
the county charter the Supervisors were 
theoretically responsible; but as each of 
them was able to assert without fear of 
successful contradiction that he was not 
aware he was expending more than the 
county's income, it becomes apparent that 
no one acted with criminal intent. 

Some of the members of the board seem 

to have an alibi by reason of the fact that 
they voted against more than one million 
dollars of the county expense. If the items 
which they @6pposed had not been passed 
there would be no shortage at this time. 
There seems to be an opportunity here for 
a perpetual alibh. If the Supervisors took 
turns in voting against items of expense 
each might vote for more than $6,900.- 
000, and yet the total expenditure might 
be $9,000,000. Such pfocedure is made pos- 
sible and seems almost unavoidable under 
a commission government where “author 
ity is more strongly centralized in the 
Board of Supervisors.” The higher courts 
would not be likely to sustain the validity 
of a law which made one liable for the acts 
of a board of which he was a member 
when he had personally voted against such 
acts. 
While the theorists asserted that any 
citizen would be able to locate the respons!- 
bility they actually presented a charter in 
which the element of responsibility is lack- 
ing. The charter seems to contemplate 
that the inferior shall judge the superior, 
that the servant shall sit in judgment upon 
his own master. . 

When one considers that this county 
charter is “as close an approximation to 
the commission form of city gzovernment 
as is possible in a county” it becomes in- 
stantly apparent that the electors of the 
city of Los Angeles acted wisely in reject- 
ing the proposed city commission charter 
when it was presented last year. Consid- 
ering the failures of these modern govern- 
mental devices, one begins to realize that 
the scheme of representative government 
for nation, State, county and city devised 
by our American forbears is more econom- 
fecal, more equitable and more durable than 
any of those Swiss-German imported novel- 
ties. But tn this Instance it has cost the 
taxpayers of Los Angeles county several 
million dollars to find it out.

American Recruiting Helped 


Heavier Enlistment Expected 
After Today's Rites. 


Another Detachment Departs 
from Camp to Canada. 


With a total of twenty men ac- 
cepted for the regular army dur- 
ing the past two days, along with 
twelve enlistments for the National 
Guard, officers and enlisted men con- 
ducting affairs at the United States 
Army recruiting station, San Fer- 
nando Building, have been work- 
ing at a rapid gait. Fifteen young 
fellows applied and were accepted 
for the regular army Monday, while 
five were accepted yesterday. The 
“depression” was caused, it is 
thought, by the approaching Inde- 
pendénce Day festivities.

Tt is thought by some officers 
that the rapid enlistment recently 
of British subjects has had some- 
thing to do with stimulating enlist- 
ments for the United States regu- 
lars. The British and Canadian re- 
cruiting offices have been crowded 
with Britishers during the past 
week or two. all eager to get into 
military harness and help pull the 
heavy “democracy” wagon out of 
the mire. 

Nine Canadian recruits left yes- 
terday for Vancouver, B. C., where 
they will enter the ranks and begin 
training. Fifteen more wil! be sent 
from jere Thursday. Eight men 
enlisted for Canadian service yes- 
terday and will be sent into training 
camps immediately. 

“Canada has more than 200,000 
men at the front,” said Lieut. Simp- 
son. “There is no desire on the part 
of the Canadian commanders to in- 
crease this number.

ARE CONSOLED. 


Referred is Councif!'s Word 
on Dry Petition. 


Welfare Committee Expected 
* to Sidestep Issue. 


W omen in War of Words Over 
President's Intent. 


After listening for more than an 
hour to arguments for and against 
the petition presented by representa- 
tives of the California Dry Federa- 
tion praying for an ordinance elimin- 
ating liquor of all kinds from Los 
Angeles, the City Council yesterday 
referred the matter to the Public 
Welfare Committee. This action is 
looked upon by those opposing 
“bone dry” legislation as a victory. 
The Welfare Committee consists of 


Mesars. Cleaveland, Conwell and 
Criswell. While Mr. Cleaveland is 
reported to be an ardent Prohibi- 
tionist, it ia believed the committee 
will make one of the two following 
reports: Call an election at an early 
date or return the petition with the 
suggestion that if the “drys” would 
rid the city of liquor they have the 
right to refer the question to the 
people through an initiative election. 
That the Council will not enact the 
proposed ordinance appears to be 
a foregone conclusion. 

The “dry” petition contained the 
signatures of 4000 persons, a ma- 
jority of them women, representing 
several clubs and the W.C.T.U. Pe- 
titions presented by opponents of the 
proposed legislation contained more 
than 25,000 signatures. 

WOMEN TO FRONT. 

Most of the talking on the ques- 
tion was done by women. Each side 
was allowed thirty-five minutes to 
present its case, and as many spoke 
none of the speeches was of great 
length, The women advocated a 
“bone dry” city upon the general 
ground of economy, righteousness 
and protection to the young folks. 
Opponents advanced the argument 
that euch legislation would auto- 
matically throw 5000 men, nearly al) 
of whom are married, out of work; 
that the city’s finances are badly 
cramped just now and if i were to 
lose the license money paid by sa- 
loonists and others who sell liquor 
there would be a loss of more than 
$600,000, which must be met by the 
taxpayers. ~ 

One of the speakers, answering an 
argument that war conditions make 
it imperative that the hquor business 
be stamped out, declared that Presi- 
dent Wilson has made no such state- 
ment and until he calls upon the 
whole country to adopt prohibition 
there should be no agitation along 
that line,
